ORGANIZATION AND FUNCTIONS OF NATIONAL GUARD BUREAU

This revision updates the 1973 edition by specifically identifying NGB responsibilities within
the Joint Reporting System as stated in various JCS publications and by defining NGB
responsibilities with respect to the ARNG logistics system. Paragraph 9 has been changed to
stipulate that Army and Air Force regulations govern the National Guard when not in active
Federal service when they have been made applicable either by indicating specific applicability
in the regulation or by an N GB directive. Local supplementation of this regulation is pro-
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Section 1.
1. Purpose. This regulation prescribes the major
functions and organization of the National Guard
Bureau as a Joint Bureau of the Department of
the Army and the Department of the Air Force.
2. Definitions. The following definitions are used
in connection with this regulation:

a. Several States. The 50 States, Commonwealth
of Puerto Rico, the District of Columbia, and the
Virgin Islands.

b. National Quard. The Army National Guard
and the Air National Guard.

¢c. Arm Y National Guard.

b. Term of office. The Director, Army National
Guard shall be appointed for a term of not to
exceed 4 years. He is eligible to succeed himself.

¢. Grade. The same procedure will be followed
as prescribed in paragraph 12¢ for the Chief, Na-
tional Guard Bureau.

d. Duties. The Director, Army National Guard
under the supervision and control of the Chief,
National Guard Bureau, performs those adminis-
trative and operational functions of the Chief per-
taining to the Army National Guard and the
Army National Guard of the United States. The
organization of the office of the Director, Army
National Guard and the operating divisions there-
under, with specific functions and responsibilities,
will be as prescribed by the Chief, National Guard
Bureau.

The Secretary
of the Army shall appoint the Deputy Director,
Army National Guard from officers of the active
Army National Guard who—

(1) Have been recommended by their respec-
tive Governors and the Chief, National Guard
Bureau;

(2) Have had at least 10 years of commis-
sioned service in the active Army National Guard
immediately preceding their appointment ;

(3) Have served at least 5 years as a line
officer; and

(4) Are in a grade above lieutenant colonel.

The Deputy Director, Army
National Guard shall be appointed for a term of
not to exceed 4 years. He is eligible to succeed
himself.
